WASHINGTON, Jan. ».—The following' 


cablegram from Gen. Martinez Campos 
was received at the Spanish legation 
late yesterday afternoon: 


"The column of Gen. Navarro yes- 


terday had an engagement lasting1 
three hours with the main bands of 
Maceo and Gomez in Ceciba del Affua, 
dispersing them. Twenty dead have 
been found and buried by our soldiers. 
The Spanish loss was slight, four offi- 
cers wounded and !-'0 casualties among 
the 
men, either 
killed 
or badly 


wounded. 


"The troops captured numbers of 


horses, arms and ammunition. 
The 


column is reconnoitering the scene of 
the fight and many columns are fol- 
lowing the insurgents. 


"The array is in high spirits and Ha- | 


vana is completely quiet." 


Minister Dupuy dc Lome also re- 


ceived a long cablegram from the goy- 
e/nment at Madrid yesterday, giving a 
summary of the latest official reports 
received there from the commander- 
in-chicf in Cuba. These reports show 
that it is exceedingly difficult to get a 
fight with the bands of marauders, 
which sire continually galloping about 
burning and pillaging the defenseless 
plantations and small villages. Uen. 
Echafua, who is in the rear of the in- 
surgents, has twice succeeded in over- 
taking a few of the bands and captur- 
ing some prisoners. Gen. Campos says 
the rebels never stop long enough to 
be overtaken in any considerable num- 
bers. 
"In the invasion of Pinar del Rio by 


the insurgenta small banda of bandits 
precede the main forces of the insur- 
gents, and causo more damage than 
Maceo and Gomes. 


"Yesterday 1,000 men wers sent by 


sea to Colonio, the port of Pinar del 
Uio, to reinforce the troops there. In 
the rest of the entire island of Cuba 
nothing of a revolutionary character is 
occurring." 


Minister Dupuy de Lome expresses 


his full confidence that these dis- 
patches give an exactly truthful state- 
ment of affairs, and he courts the com- 
parison of these dispatches with news 
from other sources which secure pub- 
licity from day to day in several news- 
papers which have been proved so un- 
reliable recently.

To Checkmate What He Regards as a 


Conspiracy on the Part of the 


Banks Against the Nation's 


Financial Credit. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—A Washington spe- 


cial bays President Cleveland is dis- 
turbed by tlie large withdrawals of 
gold, and the prospect that there will 
be a wholesale raid on the reserve dur- 
ing the next two weeks 
He supposed 


that the published notice of another 
bond issue would prevent heavy ex- 
ports pending the opening of bids for 
the bonds, February r>, but private ad- 
Ticcs from New York eitv indicate that 
heavy exports of gold \\ ill be made in 
the next two weeks. The gold bal- 
ance if. now below fifty-nine million 
dollars, according to the official re- 
ports, but is really considerably lower 
for the reason that the amount paid 
on account of matured bonds and in- 
terest if. not deuueted from the "avail- 
ablf cash/' and is not to be until the 
last of tin- month. 


The amount paid out since January 


1 ou this account, and which is car- 
ried m the treasury c.ish, is about 
five million five hundred thousand 
dollars, the bulk of which was gold. 
In February last, just prior to the 
purchase of gold from the Morgan- 
Belmont syndicate, the total gold ran 
down to JH 1,000,000, the withdrawals 
during the latter part of January and 
first half of February reaching some 
days as high as three million or four 
million dollars 


The circular of the treasury inviting 


bids and keeping the offer open for 30 
days is hkclj to lead to large with- 
drawals of gold by individuals for the 
purchase of investment bonds. 
It 


would, pei haps, have been better for 
the treasury had the proposals been 
limited to ten instead of 30 days. This 
latter time was hxed mainly to give 
the senate an opportunity to join the 
house in'the passage of a bill author- 
ising the issue of low-rate short-time 
bonds, and the invitation to purchase 
was extended to tlie general public in 
deference to the popular demand. 


There has been at no time the 


slightest indication that the senate 
would respond • to the appeal of the 
executive for remedial legislation, and 
the grant of 30 days for proposals 
therefore, is likely to prove annoying 
to the treasury, as no relief can be ob- 
tained until the expiration of that 
period 


"The agency in 
New York city, 


•which is responsible for the exporta- 
tion of gold, may yet force the secre- 
tary of the treasury to put out silver," 
said an officer of the treasury. "The 
president will avoid it as long as pos- 
sible, and when it finally comes lie w ill 
say that he has boon forced to the 
position by the bankers. Mr. Cleve- 
land is reaching the conclusion that 
gold withdrawals are not due w holly 
to the natural laws of trade, but m 
part to a conspiracy against the na- 
tion's credit. 
The effects of silver 


payments would be felt most seriously 
by the New York bankers themselves, 
who 
proceed, evidently, upon 
the 


theory that Mr Cleveland will go to 
the very extremity of his resources be- 
fore adopting silver payments. 


"By silver payments 1 mean the re- 


demption of Sherman notes in standard 
silver dollars at the subtreasunes of 
the country 
There are about thirty 


million silver dollars m the treasury, 
and the president has considered the 
advisability of paying them out for the 
redemption of Sherman notes since 
congress refuses to to make any pro- 
vision for retiring the bherman notes, 
which are used for draining the treas- 
ury of gold. When these silvci dollars 
are once paid out they will be kent in 
circulation m lieu of the Shennan 
notes."

Special Berlin (German;) tetter. 


In two respects Berlin is ahead of all 


other large cities—in the matter of clean 
streets and of public baths. A few days 
ago another one of these big institu- 
tions, in \vhich the luxury of the JJoman 
thermal is combined with the hygiene 
of the modern bathing establishment, 
was opened here by a big private so- 
ciety styling itself the Association of 
the Friends of Water (Vereiii der \Vas- 
eerfreunde), right in the heart of the 
busiest quarter of the city. Though 
ground there is high in price, the build- 
ing co\ crs, with its annexes, the space 
of nearly a block, and the structure 
alone cost 1,500,000 marks (about $:!75,- 
000). Inside the taste and the needs of 
everybody are consulted, from the email 
child and girl to the sporHoving man, 
and from the invalid to the person in 
robust health. There are a number of 
swimming tanks in it, the largest of 
which, for general use of nil male svt im- 
mers, is the size of a modern pond, with 
clear, emerald-hued water kept all the 
year at a certain temperature, which 
physicians declare to be the most 
wholesome, for bathing—about 80 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. During busy liours 
from 100 to 20!) shouting, sportive men 
and boys may be seen at one time en- 
joying themselves in the water, plung- 
ing in head foremost, or leaping down 


ornamentation, and the Interior being | 
tiling or wrought iron. And the prioot i 
of admission, both for tab, shower and 
swimming baths, are so low that only 
the large regular attendance at all these 
places can account for the fact that 
they are all self-supporting. 


For adults of both sexes tickets en- 


titling to all the privileges cost about 
six cents for one bath and much less 
when purchased by the dozen. 
For 


boys the price is still lower. Women 
nnd girls, too, are frequent and regular 
patrons of these bathing establish- 
ments, and a popular Berlin physician 
told me that this fact accounted in large, 
measure for the undeniable fact that 
the wives and sisters of the mechanics 
and small tradesmen in this city are, us 
a rule, quite healthy and rosy-checked. 


These bathing establishments spok« 


of above, are open and in use all the 
year round, and they are almost as 
crowded in winter as in summer, owing 
to the excellent sanitary provision*, 
and the comfort they vouchsafe their 
patrons. The daily average attendance 
at them is about 10,000. But during the 
warm season—in fact, from the mUMle 
of April until October 1—there ore 
scores of open-air bathing establish- 
ments in operation as well, all aroand 
Berlin and on the Spree or its arms in 
the very city iteelf. Berlin is favored 
by nature in this respect, inasmuch as 
there lies a semi-circle of clear, cool 
lakes and ponds around her within a 
radius of a few English miles. Of these 
the Halensee and the Eochsee are the 
finest and the most frequented, and a 
little further away there are Grunau and 
the Muggle and Tegel lakes, large sheets 
of the purest water, where big swimming 
clubs have erected fine establishments

THE PEACT COMMISSION, 


The London Daily Chronicle Delighted at 


the Prospect of Better Methods. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—With reference to 


the meeting held to consider what fur- 
ther steps shall bs taken concerning 
the suggestion that differences between 
the United States and Great Britain be 
nettled by a commission composed of 
an equal number of judges of her maj- 
ehty's high court of justice and of the 
United States supreme court, the Daily 
Chronicle says: 


"We are delighted that a practical 


movement has been begun. It will in- 
stantly create a response in the United 
States and thus the original warlike 
•ituation may prove a preliminary to a 
great and noble peace, honorable to 
the nations concerned, and a lesson to 
the world. Half of the mischief which 
has desolated mankind has been doe 
to 'inability to put onrselvos in 
the point of view of our fancied enemy 
To learn what he thinks is onr first 
duty and our most vital interest. 


••Let us realize the American feeling 


as Americans should and will realize 
ours, let us provide a method for put- 
ting each view before wise and learned 
men.' That the present friction can only 
be ended by impartial arbitration is 
already certain 
Lord Salisbury could 


not possibly face parliament with the 
statement that he had refused to meet 
the United States on this ground. The 
first movement in this particular issue 
between the two countries should per- 
haps come from our government as 
•oon as Secretary Olney's dispatch was 
handed to Lord Salisbury. 


"Our conviction is that when Lord 


Salisbury shall have replied it will be 
for the English people to speak touch- 
ing the necessity for what Kant called 
perpetual peace. This would involve 
the establishment of a permanent 
court of arbitration between the two 
countries to discuss, advise upon and 
adjudicate all disputes that may arise. 
That court, we are able to say, tb» 
American government rlcsire>

consternation among all present, and it 
was «otne minutes' before it was de- 
termined what should be done, Dr. 
Catto was summoned but he was power- 
lees to restore life to the inanimate 
form.

THE EYES OF INSECTS. 


Specie* H»va Thonaudl of Facet* 


la Each Bye-Man. 


The "facets" of the eye-mastes of 


some species of insects ore exceedingly 
numerous; in some cases, in fact, the 
number is entirely beyond belief. Each 
of these separate "facets" is a perfect 
eye, and they are so arranged as to give 
their insect owner a commanding vievi 
of all the cardinal points and eiery con- 
ceivable intermediate direction at one 
and the same time. In the ant, there 
IB not to exceed 50 facets in the great 
compound eye. 11 has been argued that 
this is nature's provision, because the 
ant upends so much of its time under- 
ground. This may be true, but what 
is the naturalist going to do about 
Blaps mucronata, the most sluggish at 
European beetles? 
This last-named 


creature 
spends 
ninety-nine-hun- 


dredths of iU time in the dark, yet 
has 250 eye facets! Meloe, another in 
Boot of similar habits, has over 500 
facets in each eye-mass. 


In certain varieties of the dragon 


flies the aggregate of facets in the 
compound eye often exceeds 12,000. I* 
appears to be a general rule, notwith 
standing the exception cited above 
that the swiftest insects 
have the 


greatest number of eye facets. 
The 


swift-winged butterflies have from 10.- 
000 to 17,000 in each eye-mass, and the 
Mordella, the swiftest and most active 
known beetle (a. resident of Britain;, 
has no fewer than 25,000 facets in aaeh 
.of his enormous compound eyea.—St. 
Louis ilepublic.

placed on the market. To the man In 
the street probably the uses of a con- 
trivance of this nature seem scarcely 
very obvious :it first sight. This only 
shows how little the man in the street 
knows about the matter. For the uses 
of the t.intomeU-r are believed to be 
nearly endless. This will be realized 
when it is borne in mind that in the 
case of practically every substance, 
natural or manufactured, known to 
man color is an absolute index of it; 
quality. Consequently, you have onl.v 
to ascertain its color exactly in order 
to know at once the, quality of the sub- 
stance you are dealing with. And this 
is what the tintometer enables you to 
do. Take (lour. The quality of flour 
can be told to a nicety by its color 
Hence you have only to ascertain the 
position of any given specimen of Hour 
in the color scale tod know its \ulur 
"But how about adulteration'."' bom 
one will ask sit once; "cannot an infe- 
rior flour be colored by the addition o 
some foreign substance to match the 
shade desired?" Certainly it can be. 
But the tintometer would detect the 
fraud at once. 


What, then, is the tintometer'.' Brief- 


ly it consists of a carefully jrraded 
scries of colored glasses — about the 
size, and shape of «m»ll microscope 
slides—by means of which, used singly 
or superimposed one on top of the 
other, any desired shade or color can 
be matched with absolute exactitude. 
And when it is realized that there are 
just 00.000,000 shades which can be ob- 
tained in this fashion, it will be under- 
stood that the color which cannot be 
matched by the tintometer must be 
very hard to find, indeed. In point of 
fact, there is no color or tint perceptible 
to the ordinary human eye which can- 
not be obtained. These slips of glass 
are. placed on a slide at the end of a 
double parallel-sided wooden tube, 
something like an elongated stereo- 
scope to look at, with two small aper- 
tures ut the lower end and eye-pieces 
to look through at the upper. The sub- 
stance to be matched ie placed under 
the one aperture, and then, by chang- 
ing the slips of glass to the required 
extent beneath the other, tlie desired 
tint is readily obtained.—Westminster 
Budget. 


Curiosities of Frog's Egg*. 


Frogs' eggs are laid before they really 


become egga in the true sense of that 
word. They are always laid 
under 


water, and when first deposited are 
covered with a sort of envelope in the 
shape of a thin membrane. 
In this 


shape they nre very small,.but as soon 
as they corns in contact with the water 
they rapidly absorb that element, and 
in &o doing go through a queer trans- 
formation. The thin membrane con- 
taining the little eeed-lika 
eggs is 


quickly changed into great lumps of a 
clear jelly-like substance, each section 
joined to the other, Ihe whole forming 
a string from a few inches to several 
feet in length. On the inside of each of 
these lumps of jelly the egg-a come to 
perfection, and in due course of time 
odd their quota to the frog population 
of the world.

Tanner's explanation gives more light 
on the subject than was contained in 
he dispatches. 
1 did not borrow money from the 
state treasurer nor from the state fund," 
said Mr. Tanner today. "1 borrowed 
!17,000on my notes from the Carlyle 
Bank, of which Mr. Ramsay was Ihe 
lead. I did not know, until Mr. Ram- 
nay's death, that my notes had been 
turned over by the bank to the treas- 
urer's bondsmen as an asset of the state 
measurer's office. I called on Mr. Ram- 
say's son after the funeral and told him 
I wanted to take up the notes. 1 was 
informed that nothing cou!3 be done 
until the appointment of an odministra 
tor. Then came the investigation^ and I 
was told that my notes were in the 
lands of the bondsmen. I paid them 
in full with interest, and that's all there 
is to it. 


"It was an ordinary business transac- 


;ion. 
Borrowing money from the Car- 


yle bank did not menn that 1 was get- 
;ing state funds. If I remember, I was 
riven exchange on St. Louis, and it was 
mprobable that any of the state's 
money would be sent out of the state. 
Vlr. Ramsay was supposed to be a 
wealthy man—-worth $150,000 or so 
and there was no reason to think that 
his bank could not lend 917,000 without 
using state funds. My notes were given 
:o the Carlyle bank; I got the money 
Irom the bank and I paid the notes.
